~ With Boyne City school board’s thinking about having two 
meetings a month, one being the regular board meeting and 


the other called a work session.- 


On the one hand, it sounds like a good id idea. It could be a 
place where the board could work out details without having 
the pressure of a decision as that would be made at a regular 


board meeting. 


But we also see a few potential problems with the 


proposal. 


It could allow the’ school board to pass some resolution 
without the community having any opportunity for input. 
The input would have to come at the work session which 


* would see few residents of the community in attendance. 


We wonder if that is a good idea for those few people who 


attend a school board meeting to see the decisions made 


without any discussion. 


To our way of thinking it seems that soon, all decisions 
would be made previous to the meeting and it may create an 


excuse-to have a meeting just be a quick, short meeting. 

We also wonder if those who do show up at a board 
meeting, and there usually aren't many, would even know 
what the board is doing as they quickly make a decision that 
would have some bearing on education. 


If the work sessions were advertised, then we think it 


could help. 


But with only a few people showing up for any board 


meeting that does not imply some controversial issue like 


sports, or sex education or school busing, then the board 


members will almost have a free hand in deciding some issue 


that the community may not agree with. 

We think it would be a good idea not to consider extra 
“work sessions” so the board can decide at a regular meeting 
in front of the public so all of the information is known to the 
public as to why a decision was made. 

Needless to say, if the school board decides to start extra 
meetings, some other person may just say that they want to 


get more pay. Our community has too many meetings now, 
and to add another may not be the sensible thing to do.

former board member Richard 
May. He also investigated the 
amount of pay other school distric- 
ts in the area are giving to their 
members and even with the new 
raise, Boyne City will still fall in 
the middle of the payments made 
to school board members in the 
area. 

The board is limited in the 
amount they can earn. The state 
set a limit of $30 per meeting. The 
board members will not be getting 
a mileage allowance for attending 
meetings within the district but 
will be reimbursed for meetings 
out of the district. 

The board is also looking at ad- 
ditional payments for the board 
president and secretary as they 
usually have more work to com- 
plete for the board. 

In a related matter, the board 
then discussed the possibility of 
holding two meetings a month, one 
a regular meeting and the other a 
work session where no action 
could be taken. 

The merits of a work session, 
according to board member 
Renate Smith is that it gives the 
board time to “hash things out.” 
Board members are studying the 
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option and will be making a 
decision at their August meetings. 

The board also heard a 
preliminary report concerning the 
school bus runs the district has set. 
The board may be making some 
adjustments to the runs but wants 
the administration to figure out 
the best possible way so the state 
will reimburse as much as possible. 

Currently, the busses run 392.7 
miles each day transporting 1093 2 
students on average. 

The board also discussed 
whether they should increase the 
amount of secondary insurance 
they purchase for the students 
each year. The increased insurance 
would change coverage for the 
students from a maximum of 
$75,000 to $1 million for the cat- 
strophic portion of the policy. The 
insurance is secondary to any 
other insurance coverage the 
students’ family may have and 
would add another 10 percent to 
the cost of the policy. 

After some discussion, the 
board agreed to table the change 
until the August board meeting so 
they can have time to talk with the 
carrier offering the policy and ad- 
ministration members. 


At the beginning of the meeting, 
the new board members, Linda 
Simpson and Steve Voice were 
sworn in to seats and Robin 
Hissong was again elected to be 
the President of the Board. Renate 
Smith was named as the Vice 
President, Bea Reinhardt as 
Secretary and Judy Follette as 
Treasurer. 

Board members then named 
members of the various commit- 
tees that function under the board. 
For the Finance and Facilities 
committee, Dale Owen, Simpson 
and Reinhardt were named. For 
the Curriculum committee, Smith, 
Follette and Voice were named. 
The Personal committee will in- 
clude Owen, Follette and Hissong. 
Also named to the committee on 
Human Growth and Development 
was Simpson. 

The board also approved the 
setting of the meeting schedule 
which will be the same as it has 
been in the past. The board will 
meet the second Monday of each 
month at 7:30 p.m. 

Lastly, they set up a picnic for 
the board members and ad- 
ministrative staff to start off the 
school year in late August.

EJ to trade land 
for proposed 
lift station 


The building of a new lift station 
for the city by East Jordan Iron 
Works (EJIW) is still in its plan- 
ning stages although. according to 
City Superintendent Mike Dionne, 
the EJIW project has been “ap- 
proved in theory” by city officials. 

The proposed dust and. noise 
abatement addition to be built by 
the EJIW is where the current lift 
station is located will have “a 
positive environmental effect,” 
Dionne said. 

According to Dionne, the city 
will be exchanging land on which a 
new lift station will be built with 
EJIW. This land, plus the costs of 
the new lift station will serve as 
the city’s part of an exchange 
where EJIW will receive the land 
where the old lift station sits for 
the building of their addition. 

Dionne then informed the coun- 
cil Dura Mechanical Components is 
protesting their assessed tax of 
$600,000. In the July 2nd meeting, 
it was stated that the company 
feels their state equalized value 
should be $73,000 instead. 

“It’s every ones right,” Dionne 
said regarding the opinion of the 
company of their unfair 
assessment. The City Attorney 
Scott Beatty will be keeping the 
city apprised of the situation as a 
future meeting will oecur between 
himself, Charlevoix County 
Equalization and representatives 
from Dura Mechanical. 

The city of East Jordan will be 
adding Wilson drive as a new local 
street. The 66 foot wide right of 
way has been approved by the city 
commissioners to become part of 
the city street system. 

Extra warning has been given 
to speeding drivers who enter the 
city limits as all the “Reduce Speed 
Ahead” signs have been moved to 
500 feet before the 25 mph signs. 

Now that the Freedom Festival 
is a memory, the city is preparing 
for its next street event July 12 
and 18 for the annual sidewalk sale 
days.
